The Interest# of our citizen# in th at vast 
empire have not been neglected during th© 
past year.

la m e of Friction With Great Brit­ 
ain la Removed. 
The intern atio n al com m istion of arbitration, 
appointed under the A nglo-Venezuelan treaty 
of 1897, rendered an a w ard on Oct. 3 last, 
whereby the boundary line betw een Venezuela 
and British G uian a is determined, th u s ending 
a controversy which has existed for the g re a t­ 
er p art of the century. 
The aw aru, as to 
which the a rb itrato rs were unanim ous, while 
not meeting the extrem e contention of either 
party, gives to Great Britain a large sh are of 
Interior territory in dispute and to Venezuela

B arin a Point an d the Caribbean B lttoral for 
some distance to the eastw ard.

RECIPROCAL TREATIES. 


Some Importnnt Conventions Hnve 
Been Concluded. 
T he fourth section of the tariff net, approved 
July 24, 1807, appears to provide only for cum 
mercial treaties which should be entered Into 
by -the president and alro natlsfled by the sen­ 
a te w ithin two y ears from its passage. 
Owing 
to delays unavoidable with such negotiations, 
none of the treaties inaugurated under tne 
section could be concluded in tim e for r a ti­ 
fication by the senate prior to ,ts ad journm ent 
on the fourth of March last.

T he deform th u s suggested, In the opinion cf 
th e postm aster general, 
would not only p u t 
the postal service at ot ce on a self-sustaining 
basis, but would perm it great and valuable 
improvem ents, and I recommend the subject 
to tho consideration of the congress.

S panish w ar, consisting of 34,834 regulars and 
110,202 volunteers, w ith over 5,000 volunteer 
officers, h a s been discharged from the m ilitary 
service. 
Of the volunteers, 607 officers and 
14,831 m en were serving in the Philippines, 
an d 1,650 of the regulars who were entitled 
to be m ustered out a fte r the ratification of 
the tre a ty of peace. 
T hey 
voluntarily 
re ­ 
m ained a t the front until th eir places could 
be filled by new troops. 
They were returned 
hom e in th* order in w hich they went to 
M anila, a n d they are now all of them out of 
the service and in the ra n k s of citizenship. 
I recom m end th a t the congress provide 
A Special Medal of Honor 
for th e volunteers, regulars, sailers and m a 
Tines on duty In the Philippine who volun­ 
ta rily rem ained in the service a fte r th eir term s 
of en listm en t had expired..

It provided, am ong other things, 
t h a t Spain should cede to the United S tates 
the archipelago know n as the Philippine is ­ 
lands; th a t the U nited S tates should pay to 
Spain th e sum of $2 0 ,0 oo,<h*o. und Hint the 
civil rights and tho population of the nuttve 
in h ab itan ts of the territories thus ceded to 
th e United S tates should be determ ined 
by 
th e congress. 
The trea ty wort int Hied by the 
sen ate on the Oth of F ebruary, IMH*, nnd by 
th e governm ent of Spain on the I lit ti of M arch 
following.

On the 2d of March th** congress

THE OLD TUKNCII 8Y8TKM. 
on past and present methods of celery 
culture after the following fashion re­ 
corded in Farm and Fireside: 
The method usually employed there 
Is to plant in beds six feet wide, with 
alleys of same width between each two 
beds. 
The space for the plants is 
slightly excavated, nay four inches 
deep, and the plants are set in rows 
across tho bed, which rows are one 
foot apart, while the plants in the rows 
are set six Inches apart.

The prime condition 
of success in growing celery thus close­ 
ly together is an excess of available 
plant foods in the soil. It is not enough 
that we use plenty of manure In tl»e 
soil, but this manure should be old— 
that is, well rotted and intimately mix­ 
ed with the soil. 
I wonder what suc­ 
cess southern people would meet If 
they were to try the old plan of plant­ 
ing in trenches. 
Sometimes I have a 
notion to plant a patch in this way 
again. 
The chief difficulty is the fact 
that in order to go a foot down into the 
ground we have to dig up a portion of 
the hard clay subsoil. 
Of course we 
have to sot the plants in good surface 
soil. 
After the trench is dug a lot of 
fine manure and good surface soil, well 
mixed, must be put back into the 
trench, say not less than four Inches 
deep, and into this the celery is plant­ 
ed. We may have a single or a double 
row*. I am now quite in favor of mak­ 
ing double rows In any way we may 
plant. 
It gives double the number of 
plants and requires only one banking, 
boarding or filling up. 
In reality there is little difference be­ 
tween the old trench system and the 
mulching system as now practiced by 
me. Tho illustrations will make this 
plain. 
Any way the principle Is the 
same. 
Fig. 1 shows the young plants 
In the bottom of tho trenches, with 
banks of earth between the rows. Fig. 
2 shows tho double rows on the surface 
of the ground, with banks of coarse

thus forcing rapid growth of the plants 
in any kind of weather by means of 
the easily

which the water dissolves from the 
manure and carries down to the roots 
of the plants. With celery thus man­ 
aged and protected there will be very 
little chance for rusts or blights to at­ 
tack the foliage, but if they do spray­ 
ing with bordeaux mixture In the ear­ 
lier stages of growth or with a weak 
solution of copper sulphate will restore 
the plants to health. 


T o p p in g C otton. 
Experiments for the purpose of de­ 
termining as to the effects of topping 
have been made a t the stations in Ala­ 
bama, Georgia, Mississippi, Louisiana 
and South Carolina. 
In only ono of 
the experiments so made, an Alabama 
exporiment, “ were the results decisively 
In favor of topping.” This was for one 
year only.

H o w to S a v e B r o o m s I n e r m is Seed. 
We have been asked how the seed of 
Bromus inermis may be saved, says 
the Denver Field and Farm. 
Tho hay 
may be harvested with a binder the 
same as small grain and can be shock­ 
ed In the same manner. 
It can be 
thrashed with the common grain sepa­ 
rator with tho wind largely shut off. 
In thrashing It in North Dakota the 
whole sheaf was allowed to pass 
through the separator, and, in order to 
loeo as little seed as possible, the wind 
was shut off so closely that the seed 
was not well cleaned. 
It was after­ 
ward run through the faning mill, 
which reduced the bulk to about half 
the amount which came from the sepa­ 
rator. 
It was then clean enough for 
marketing. 


FERTILIZING WHEAT.

The marked effect oil the growth oi 
the wheat plant which is usually ob­ 
served after the application of fertiliz 
era carrying soluble phosphoric add, 
such as acid phosphate or dissolved 
boneblack, together with the low price 
at which plain acid phosphates can be 
bought, as compared with fertilizers 
containing nitrogen and potash, have 
led many farmers to the use of this 
material alone, believing that they can 
supply sufficient nitrogen by growing 
clover and that potash is not needed. 
On these points the field tests of the 
Ohio experiment station are beginning 
to offer useful suggestions. 
Since 1893 the station has conducted 
two series of experiments on the light, 
somewhat sandy clay soli of its central 
farm at Wooster. In these experiments 
fertilizers of various composition have 
been used on crops grown in rotation, 
the rotation consisting In the one series 
of corn, oats and wheat one year each, 
followed by clover and timothy two 
years, and in the other of potatoes, 
wheat and clover one year each. Sine** 
181M5 both these tests have been dupli 
cntcd on the heavy, white eiay of the 
northeastern substation in Cuynhogn 
county. In every cast' the substitution 
of tankage for part of the acid plios 
phate lias produced a large gain In the 
increase of the wheat crop, the average 
being a gain per acre of 3.78 bushels 
for the complete fertilizer over the 
acid phosphate alone. 
At $15 per ton for arid phosphate. 
$19 for tankage and 2^ cents per 
pound for muriate of potash, these be 
lng the prices actually paid for the fer­ 
tilizers used in these experiments. In 
eluding freight, we have reaped in the 
average 3.78 bushels increase of crop 
for 05 cents additional cost. This, bow 
ever, is only part of the gain, as the 
corn and 
oats 
crops. pntcedlng the 
wheat, are showing a large gain in fa 
vor of the complete fertilizer, as do 
also 1 ho hay crops following. 
It appears, therefore, that the clover 
Is not furnishing sufficient nitrogen to 
meet the demands of a full crop and 
that it is more economical to use a fer 
tilizer containing a small percentage 
of nitrogen (ammonia), even though the 
cost be somewhat increased, than to 
use one which carries only phosphoric 
acid. 


KtM’pliiK the I,nnil Covered. 
Nitrification, or the forming of solute 
nitrates, goes on most rapidly in latter 
part of summer and during autumn. 
Unfortunately It Is during the same 
period that the growth of summer 
plants declines ami they absorb less 
and less of these soluble nitrates. The 
result is that these valuable nitrates 
are very apt to be leached out of the 
soil and be lost. 
To counteract this 
great loss all land possible should lie 
covered with some crop which will 
grow through autumn, 
winter and 
spring, absorb these soluble nitrates 
and hold them for the future crops. 
Fall sown small graius, grasses and 
clover will do this, but land intended 
for corn and cotton the next year is 
too often left bare. This should never 
be, when it can be avoided. 
These 
summer crops very generally need ap­ 
plications of nitrogen. 
Now these can 
be given by seeding down the land iu 
crimson or German clover and turning 
It under iu early spring. 
Such a crop 
will preserve from waste the soluble 
nitrates developed in the soil In late 
summer and autumn and also add the 
nitrogen which it appropriates from 
the atmosphere. 
It is a case of killing 
two birds with one stone, says South­ 
ern Cultivator.

The Time For llnrvf«tlna — Starlit* 
or S llo liitf—Fror.rn B erta. 
The time of harvesting is governed 
by the time of ripening of the beds. 
Tills ripening Is made apparent by the 
outside leaves of the plant taking on a 
yellowish tinge and drooping to the 
ground. 
An 
experienced 
eyt 
soon 
learns to detect a field of ripe beets 
that is ready for harvesting. Tho beets 
having now finished their work, the 
next step of the grower must be gov 
trued by his locality. 
If he is In a sec 
tlon where there Is a probability of 
rain, the beets must be harvested and 
placed In sIIoh. This should be the case 
In most of the sections where rain eon 
ditlons prevnU. 
Such places usually 
have heavy roAns in September and < >e 
tober, followed by more or less warm 
weather. 'life effect of the rain will be 
to cause the beets to begin growing 
again, and if the rains are heavy and 
followed Uv warm days, il is possible 
for a whole crop to bo lort, sf> far as 
fitness for factory purposes is eon 
corned. 
It Is the custom in such localities to 
haul the beets to the factory if possi 
hie. 
If It is not possible to do this, 
they are gatitered and placed in long 
rloks or piles on the surface of the 
ground. 
The liases of these ricks or 
piles are from three to throe and a half 
feet wkle and the heighi from three to 
four foot, tapering toward the top. 
Along each side of each rick several 
furrows are run with a stirring plow 
in order to loosen the dirt. The ricks 
are then completely covered with this 
dirt by the use of shovels 
'This cover 
lng is put on to the depth of about six 
inches, occasional air spaces or ventiia 
tors being left on the tops of the ricks, 
for which purpose Is commonly used 
tiling or small elongated wooden boxes 
or simply straw, the object being to 
prevent fermentation. 
Storing the beets in this way Is call 
ed “siloing,” and the ricks or piles are 
called “silos.” 
These silos are closely 
watched, iu order that no heating may 
occur to cause fermentation, which 
lessens the sugar content of the beet 
The ricks are opened occasionally by 
way of Inspection. 
II Is the aim ol 
the grower, as already stated, to get 
the beets to the factory as soon as p<- 
sible, but litis will depend on “his 
turn.” 
In case ho is delayed In this 
way until cold weal her comes on. these 
silos are covered with straw, manure 
or something of that sort, and then an 
additional amount of dirt Is thrown on 
the straw covering. 
In this way It 
lias been found that the beets will keep 
In very good condition until the last of 
January If necessary. 
In tliis connection Charles F. Saylor, 
a special investigator for the depart 
ineut of agriculture and authority for 
the foregoing, states that It does not 
necessarily follow that the beets are 
lost even If they should be frozen solid, 
as the factories can readily work them 
frozen, and, in fact, some factory sit 
perlntendents say they prefer to work 
frozen beets. The one thing to be guard 
ed against in the case of frozen beets is 
thawing. 
In California, where rain or 
freezing is not liable to occur, after the 
beets have ripened and have gone Into 
this state of rest they are allowed to re­ 
main in the field until the grower Is 
notified by the factory that ids beets 
must l>e delivered, when they are har­ 
vested and taken to the factory. Thus 
the expense of siloing Is avoided 


C o n v e n ie n t In Apple F ir k in * .

years, and in the other of potatoes, 
wheat and clover one year each. Slue* 
1890 both these tests have been dupli­ 
cated on the heavy, white clay of the 
northeastern substation in Cuyahoga 
county. In every case the substitution 
of tankage for part of the acid pboa 
phate has produced a large gain In the 
Increase of the wheat crop, the average 
being a gain per acre of 3.78 bushels 
for the complete fertilizer over the 
add phosphate alone. 
At $15 per ton for acid phosphate. 
HO for tankage and 2M* cents per 
pound for muriate of potash, these be­ 
ing the prices actually paid for the fer­ 
tilizers used In these experiments. In­ 
cluding freight, we have reaped Iii tin* 
average 3.78 bushels Increase of crop 
for 65 cents additional cost. This, how 
ever, Is only part of the gain. as the 
corn and oats crops, preceding the 
wheat, are showing a large gain in fa­ 
vor of the complete fertilizer, as do 
also the hay crops following. 
It appears, therefore, that the clover 
Is not furnishing sufficient nitrogen to 
meet the demands of a full crop and 
that it is more economical to use a fer­ 
tilizer containing a small percentage 
of nitrogen (ammonia), even though the 
cost be somewhat increased, than to 
use one which carries only phosphoric 
acid.

Nitrification, or the formiug of solute 
nitrates, goes on most rapidly in latter 
part of summer and during autumn. 
Unfortunately it is during the same 
period that the growth of summer 
plants declines and they absorb less 
and less of these soluble nitrates. The 
result Is that these valuable nitrates 
are very apt to be leached out of the 
■oil and be lost. 
To counteract this 
great loss all land possible should be 
covered with some crop which will 
grow through autumn, winter and 
spring, absorb these soluble nitrates 
and hold them for the future crops. 
Fall sown small grains, grasses and 
clover will do this, but land intended 
for corn and cotton the next year Is 
too often left bare. This should never 
ta, when it can be avoided. 
These 
summer crops very generally need ap­ 
plications of nitrogen. Now these can 
ta given by seeding down the land in 
crimson or German clover and turning 
It under In early spring. Such a crop 
will preserve from waste the soluble 
nitrates developed In the soil In late 
summer and autumn and also add the 
nitrogen which It appropriates from 
the atmosphere. It Is a case of killing 
two birds with one stone, says South- 
Cultivator.

warm days, it is possible 
for a wtaje crop to be lost, sp far as 
fitness Par factory purposes is con­ 
cerned. 
It is the custom In such localities to 
haul the beets to the factory lf possi­ 
ble. 
lf It is not possible to do this, 
they are gathered and placed In long 
ricks or piles ou tin* surface of the 
ground. 
The bases of these ricks or 
piles are from three to three and a half 
feet wide and the height from three to 
four feet, tapering toward the top. 
Along each side of each rick several 
furrows are run with a stirring plow 
in order to loosen the dirt. Tile ricks 
are then completely covered with tills 
dirt by the use of shovels. This cover­ 
ing is put on to the depth of about six 
inches, occasional air spaces or ventiln 
tors being left on the tops of tile ricks, 
for which purpose Is commonly used 
tiling or small elongated woollen boxes 
or simply straw, the object being to 
prevent fermentation. 
Storing tile beets in tills way Is call 
ed “siloing,” and tile ricks or piles are 
called “silos.” These silos are closely 
watched, in order that uo henting may 
occur to cause fermentation, which 
lessens the sugar content of the beet. 
The ricks are opened occasionally by 
way of inspection. 
It Is the nim of 
Hie grower, as already stated, to get 
the beets to the factory ns soon as pos­ 
sible, but this will depend on ‘Mils 
turn.” 
In ease he is delayed In this 
way until cold weather comes ou. these 
silos are covered with straw, manure 
or something of that sort, and then an 
additional amount of dirt Is thrown on 
the straw covering. 
In tills way It 
has been found that the beets will keep 
in very good condition until the lust of 
January lf necessary. 
In this connection Charles F. Naylor. 
a special investigator for tile depart 
moot of agriculture and authority for 
the foregoing, states that It does not 
necessarily follow that the beets are 
lost even if they should lie frozen solid, 
as the factories can readily work them 
frozen, and, In fact, some factory su­ 
perintendents say they prefer to work 
frozen beets. The one thing to he guard­ 
ed against In tile case of frozen beets Is 
thawing. In California, where rain or 
freezing is not liable to occur, after tile 
beets have ripened and have gone into 
this state of rest they are allowed to re­ 
main in the field until the grower is 
notified by the factory that Ids beets 
must ta delivered, when they are liar- 
vested and taken to tile factory. Thus 
the expense of siloing Is avoided.

Senator Buck man of St. Cloud, W’lio 
Is this year operating extensively on 
Swan river, says he expects to bauk 
40,000,000 feet of pine logs the present 
winter, and to this end has sixteen well 
equipped lumber camps and a pay roll 
of more than $000 men. The number 
will be doubled within the next thirty 
days. 
The Great Northern had a rear-end

Government harbor work In the Du­ 
luth district will close in a few weeks, 
with the advent of cold weather. More 
dredges anti men have lieen employed 
in this harbor this year than in any 
past season. Considerably over $1,000.- 
000 has been spent by the government 
and private firms In harbor dredging. 
and as many as 'sixti*en great steam 
dredges have been at work and several 
h urdled men employed. Two or three 
years more will complete the present 
government contracts for both dredg­ 
ing and pier work. Long bet ore that 
time the commercial development will 
be such that big additional government 
contracts will be required. 
While R. F. Carr of Sauk Center was 
surveying at Raymond, a country dis­ 
trict ten miles from Sauk Center, he 
en me across a small chunk of iron 
which has proved to bo a genuine me­ 
teor. It was analysed by Prof. Staton 
of the public schools, and was found 
to contain several metals, Iron being 
predominant. The meteor plowed a 
furrow about five feet long lahore be­ 
ing Imbedded in the ground, where it 
was found about eighteen inches below 
the surface. It was not covered up, 
the dirt being scattered awny from the 
hole that w as made. The meteor, just 
before striking the er.rth, separated in­ 
to three pieces, and wmis observed by a 
few* people. This Is the first meteor 
th at has ever Ikmhi discovered In that 
part of the country. 
Tile board of steamboat inspectors 
found, after an investigation at Du­ 
luth covering several weeks, that Capt. 
Kent, of the tug Industry, was at fault 
for the collision between the steamer 
Peerless and the schooner Stewart, re­ 
sulting In the sinking of the steamer In 
St. Le uls bay Sept. 7. The captains of 
the other tugs interested are exoner­ 
ated. The owners of the Peerless have 
a suit in the United States court to re­ 
cover $20,000 damages on account of 
the collision, against tho tugs Industry, 
Buffalo and Mystic.
